1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest prior art 
Malhotra (USPN 5,709,976) teaches a media sheet for color electrophotographic printing 
comprising a) base stock, b) base coating layers coated on both sides of the base stock and 
comprising binder and anticurling agents, and c) receiving layers, different from the base coating 
layers, coated directly on the base coating layers, wherein the receiving layers include binder, 
antistatic agents, fillers or pigments including hollow particle pigments, both inorganic or 
polymeric, as well as inorganic pigments, wherein various other components may be 
incorporated into the base layers. However, Malhotra does not teach or render obvious that the 
base coating layers also comprise a discharge control agent or antistatic agent and inorganic 
pigments as instantly claimed.
